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Romulus Secretary of State slateu to erase

Residents will no longer be able to make a quick run to 
the Secretary of State offices located on Goddard Road in 
downtown Romulus or on Michigan Avenue in Wayne 
after Secretary of State (SOS) Terri Lynn Land 
announced Monday that these along with 18 other SOS 
offices will close in the next 90 days. 

At the Romulus City Council meeting, Mayor Alan 
Lambert relayed the news to council members who 
seemed to share the same reaction. 

“Well, I hope that this is not the case,” said 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak. “It is very convenient 
where it is now.” 

Council members then approved a resolution to be 
sent to all of the Romulus state representatives to voice 
their concern regarding the possible closing. Lambert 
said he is going to do whatever he can to change the SOS 


decisioa 

“It is a sad day for the City of Romulus,” he said. 
“People from all over come to this office, because it so 
convenient so while we are in Lansing on Wednesday I 
am attempting to set up a meeting with Land to discuss 
this matter Hopefully we can change her mind.” 

However, it seems as though the decision has already 
been made at the state level. According to the SOS office, 
residents from Romulus and Wayne will have to make 
their way to the closest new PLUS Secretary of State 
office, which will be located at the current Belleville loca- 
tioR 

The PLUS office will offer additional full-time staff, 
extended 9 am. - 7 p.m. Wednesday hours and will be the 
first targeted to offer customers the option of paying by 
credit or debit card for a minimal fee, according to the 
SOS office. 

Land said the move toward fewer offices is aimed to 
service customers faster and more efficiently. 


In a statement released Monday, Land said, “Today’s 
customers are busier and more sophisticated than ever 
before. 

“Providing service that they deserve demands a 21st 
century visioa We’re breaking the mold of our traditional 
branch-office structure. This lets us redirect limited 
resources so that our services are more compatible with 
population shifts and other variables. Any way you add it 
up, our new PLUS offices equal greater advantages for 
the public.” 

The SOS will also be adding five additional SOS 
SUPER offices in Flint, Grand Rapids, Clinton Township, 
Detroit and Livonia. These centers will be equipped to 
handle larger volumes of business, as well as offer a mul¬ 
titude of additional services such as Saturday hours, self- 
service stations that give eligible customers the option of 
renewing their vehicle registrations by credit or debit 
card, mechanic testing, instant titles and driver assess¬ 
ment and appeals.

The aggressive campaign to 
clean up the city by getting rid of 
unsafe, unsightly buildings has 
been dubbed “Operation Fresh 
Look” by Lambert’s administra¬ 
tion. 



Airport to host noise study updates

The only way area homeown¬ 
ers are going to get any piece and 
quiet may be to make some noise. 

More than 275 are residents 
attended the first meeting con¬ 
cerning current noise problems 
at Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
(DTW) last Wednesday. 

Airport officials and the con¬ 
sulting team of Bernard 
Dunkleberg and Co. scheduled 
the meeting which is the first in a 
series of public informational 
meetings on the new Part 150 
Noise Compatibility Study 
Update last Wednesday. 

According to Scott Roberts, 
noise program director for DTW, 
the new study will last anywhere 
from 18 to 24 months. It is an 
update to the previous study, 
which was completed in 1993. 

“The Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) came to us 
and said that the 1993 study was 
out of date and needed to be 


updated to include the changes to 
the airport itself, as well as the 
change in noise from aircrafts,” 
said Roberts. “The new study will 
be comprised of a number of dif¬ 
ferent factors.” 

Roberts explained that first an 
inventory will be taken of the cur¬ 
rent noise situation in the com¬ 
munities surrounding the airport, 
which include Romulus, Huron 
Township, Taylor and a small 
portion of Westland. 

“We will then compile all the 
information surrounding the 
arrival and departure times of 
aircraft, mapping information,” 
said Roberts. “Flight track infor¬ 
mation and noise station data 
will also be a part of the study.” 

Once the information is col¬ 
lected, it will all be processed by 
the FAA system and a new noise 
exposure map will then be pro¬ 
duced. 

Roberts said at this point there 
is no way to know what the new 
map may look like, but there may 
be some changes. 


“The aircraft flying is quieter, 
but at the same time the airfield 
itself has also changed,” said 
Roberts. “So at this point we just 
don’t know yeL” 

The airport had no choice but 
to complete the study due to par- 
ticipation in the residential 
sound insulation program, which 
is federally funded by the FAA, 
said Michael Conway, Public 
Relations at DTW 

In order for the airport to be 
eligible to remain in the program 
the new noise study must be com¬ 
pleted, but this may not be good 
news for some residents. 

Currently there are more than 
1,500 homes deemed eligible for 
the program after the 1993 noise 
map that have not yet been insu¬ 
lated. If the new map does not 
include some of these homes, 
they will no longer be eligible for 
the program. 

Conway said that the airport is 
doing everything possible to get

Off-duty police officer to 
face charges of assault

Brian Kowonowski, a nine- 
year veteran of the Southgate 
Police Department, was 
arraigned Monday at the 34th 
District Court in Romulus on a 
misdemeanor aggravated assault 
charge, said LL John Leacher of 
the Romulus Police Department 

The assault, which occurred 
early Sunday morning at a resi¬ 
dence on Eureka Road near 
Inkster Road, involved 
Kowonowski and a 24-year-old 
Dearborn Heights woman, said 
police. 

Leacher said Romulus police 
were called to the scene at 12:45 
a.m. where both the victim and 
Kowonowski were attending a 
party. 

“The two had been exchang¬ 
ing words all night,” said 
Leacher. “They did not know 
each other before the party.” 

As Kowonowski prepared to 
leave the party, another round of 
words were exchanged between 
the two and the off-duty police 



officer struck the woman in the 
face, said Leacher. 

“He punched her with a 
closed fist,” said Leacher. “The 
victim required seven stitches 
and suffered a fractured nose 
and skull from the hit” 

Romulus police arrested 
Kowonowski at the scene. 

He was released on a person¬ 
al bond and is expected to be 
back in court on May 6 for a pre¬ 
trial hearing. 

Southgate police would not 
comment on the incident 


Workers find human remains

Romulus police are hoping to 
put a name with the human 
remains that were found by 
employees of CSX Railway last 
Tuesday. Employees found part 
of a human jaw near the tracks 
just north of Pennsylvania Road, 
according to Lt John Leacher of 
the Romulus Police Department 
The remnants were identified 
by the Wayne County Medical 
Examiner as the upper palate of 
a 25-35 year old human with all 


the teeth intact The teeth were 
in good condition, with no evi¬ 
dence of dental work The pallet 
also contained a non-erupted 
super numerary tooth near the 
front teeth. Essentially an extra 
tooth was growing, but was 
recessed below the gum line, 
Leacher said. The examiner said 
this only occurs in 20 percent of 
the populatioR 

Leacher said there is no way 
of knowing where the remains 
came from.

Seven churches and faith 
groups in western Wayne County 
banded together with Habitat for 
Humanity recently to form a 
‘Circle of Churches,’ to help build 
a home in Canton Township. 

Alice Dent executive director 
of the Wayne County chapter of 
the Habitat for Humanity, said 
the congregations have commit¬ 
ted volunteers and resources 
needed to begin construction this 
year 

“Sometime later this year, a 
Habitat partner family will 
receive the keys to a new house, 
built with the love and dedica¬ 
tion these congregations are 
excited to show as a witness to 


their faith,” she said. “We are 
blessed that they have joined 
together to sponsor and build a 
Habitat home.” 

The participating congrega¬ 
tions are Crosswinds Community 
Church, Geneva Presbyterian 
Church, Muslim Community of 
Western Suburbs, Northridge 
Church, The Redemption Center 
(formerly Canton Community 
Church), the Resurrection Parish 
and St John Neumann Church. 

A steering committee of repre¬ 
sentatives from each congrega¬ 
tion is coordinating the activities 
of the circle, according to Dent 
She said they’d secure the funds 
during the spring and complete 
all pre-construction planning 
then, too. Habitat is considering 
multiple projects in Canton, and 


is seeking possible site referrals 
for their first and subsequent 
projects. 

Jon Beyer, pastor of 
Crosswinds Community Church 
on Ford Road west of Canton 
Center Road in Canton, said the 
project was an easy, good fit for 
his congregation. 

“We have a desire to be a 
‘church in the streets,’ serving 
needs in the community,” he said. 
‘This is a terrific way for the peo¬ 
ple of Crosswinds to move out 
into the community in a hands- 
on, puiposeful way.” 

The western Wayne chapter of 
Habitat for Humanity recently 
dedicated its 16th home in Taylor 
Dent said more were on the way, 
too - the group has pledged to 
construct 50 homes in 15 years, 


which would be before its 15th 
anniversary in 2010. 

She said the projects have 
already proved fruitful. 
Nationwide, homeowners helped 
out by the group saw a 35 percent 
increase in their children’s 
grades, while 68 percent saw an 
improvement in their financial 
situation and 58 percent reported 
there was not as much conflict 
within the families. Health 
improved and educational goals 
changed, as well. 

“Habitat for Humanity builds 
more than houses,” Dent said. 
“We build lives; we build hope; 
we build the community.”

Michigan Avenue repairs to begin June 1

One of the sure heralds of 
warmer weather - orange con¬ 
struction barrels - are on their 
way to the City of Wayne and envi¬ 
rons. 

Engineers with the City of 
Wayne had a pre-construction 
meeting last week for one pro¬ 
posed project on Michigan 
Avenue. 

Unfortunately, it’s not the part 
of the roadway that most'needs 
repair, according to City Engineer 


Ramzi El-Gharib. The work is 
preventative maintenance and it 
is scheduled for both sides of 
Michigan Avenue from Lotz Road 
in Canton Township to the rail¬ 
road viaduct in Wayne. 

“It’s not a major project, it’s a 
minor project,” he said. 

The project is tentatively 
scheduled to start June 1 and be 
complete by the first week in 
August, El-Gharib said. Workers 
hope to take advantage of the 
annual July shut down at the 
Ford Motor Co. plants along that 
stretch of road, when traffic 


should be at a relative minimum. 

Workers will replace damaged 
'sections of concrete and then go 
through and perform crack seal¬ 
ing repairs, he said. The project 
will be funded by the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT). 

“The state is getting smart; 
they’re doing more preventative 
maintenance,” El-Gharib said. 
“They decided not to wait until 
roads in such bad shape that they 
have to tear them up and replace 
them, which costs millions of dol¬ 
lars.” 


The eastern section of 
Michigan Avenue in the City of 
Wayne is in far worse shape, and 
that it scheduled for a complete 
reconstruction, according to El- 
Gharib. That isn’t scheduled until 
2007, although surveyors have 
been out taking measurements 
this week. 

He said the city had very little 
warning that the maintenance 
program would take place this 
year, but he was pleased that it 
would take place, anyway. - 
“You can’t turn away free 
money,” he said.

Resident vows to restore monument

A monument designed to 
memorialize local men and 
women who gave their lives for 
their country has been all but 
forgotten. 

The white concrete tribute, 
first erected in 1918, at the 
intersection of Shook and 
Goddard roads in downtown 
Romulus, has fallen into disre¬ 
pair, according to local busi¬ 
nessman Bill Crane. 

Crane, owner of Crane 
FUneral Home, said the monu¬ 
ment no longer serves the pur¬ 
pose for which it was erected, to 
honor fallen Romulus veterans 
of World War I, and he wants 
that changed. 

“If you didn’t know it was 
here, you would drive right by,” 
said Crane “It shouldn’t be that 
way. We should make monu¬ 
ments like this stand out in our 


community. They shouldn’t 
blend in.” 

Crane said the monument, 
which was originally installed 
by an organization known as the 
Sunshine Club, needs renova- 
tioa The plaque commemorat¬ 
ing the soldiers is rusting and 
the concrete block has been 
scribbled with graffiti through¬ 
out the years. 

Crane said he has now 
decided to take it upon himself 
to erect a proper monument for 
these soldiers. 

“It just seems right with 
everything that is going on right 
now in Iraq with soldiers 
dying,” he said. “This is not 
what a monument for soldiers 
should look like and I am going 
to try to change it” 

Crane said he will personally 
fund the clean up of the current 
plaque but he is asking the com¬ 
munity for help with the rest of 
the project 


“It would be great if we 
could have some red colored 
bricks to match the downtown 
sidewalks to be built up around 
this concrete block to make it 
look like it should,” said Crane. 
“So, if there is a contractor or 
someone in the area with some 
bricks laying around that would 
like to donate them it would be 
great” 

Crane said he wants to give 
the men and women who fought 
in World War I a proper monu¬ 
ment 

“It just looks terrible to have 
this sitting in the middle of our 
community,” he said. “This is 
for people who gave their lives 
so that we could have the free¬ 
doms we have today and we 
should remember them with 
more honor than a graffiti cov¬ 
ered rusted monument”

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the homes that are eligible by the 
1993 map done as soon as possi¬ 
ble, but it is has been a slow 
process. 

“The program began in 1997 
and since that time we have 
picked up speed with each year,” 
said Roberts. “But it is a long 
process and we are doing the best 


we can.” 

Homes that are currently eligi¬ 
ble for the sound program 
receive new acoustic windows 
and doors and, if need be, new 
heating and cooling systems and 
electrical work along with thicker 
insulation in the roof of the 
home 

“I believe that in the City of 
Romulus there are still 25 to 30 
homes that have yet to be insulat¬ 
ed,” said Conway. “But we are 
working hard to get that done” 


The new 150 noise compatibil¬ 
ity study will cost about $1.6 mil¬ 
lion and is 80 percent funded by 
the federal government. The 
other 20 percent is paid for with 
airport bonds from the airline 
industry itself 

Conway said residents can 
expect the next meeting within a 
couple of months. 

More public informational 
meetings will be planned at vari¬ 
ous times during the study 
process.

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Solution area planner 
approved by council

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers unanimously accepted a pro¬ 
posal from Marsh Risk Consulting 
to become the solution area plan¬ 
ner for the city Monday night 

The solution area planner will 
have a specific role to play in 
making Romulus better equipped 
to handle a serious situation such 
as a terrorist 
attack. 

“This is to 
allow the City’ of 
Romulus to 
identify some¬ 
one that would 
help the city 
determine its 
needs in this area,” said city 
Emergency Management 
Coordinator, Margaret LeDuc 

‘The planner would research 
and provide data to support the 
city’s Homeland Security efforts 
through the systematic planning, 
evaluation and analysis of pro¬ 
gram elements in the areas of 
equipment acquisition, training, 
exercising and planning as identi¬ 
fied in the city’s Homeland 
Security Assessment and 
Strategy,” LeDuc explained. 

This planner would prioritize 
the types of equipment the city 
requires to be prepared and then 
help implement a strategy of pre¬ 
paredness. 

The position has been added 
due to a Homeland Security grant 
applied for by LeDuc in March. 

“We want to make sure that 
Romulus emergency personnel 


are ready for any event that may 
take place within the city,” said 
LeDuc. 

Homeland Security has 
become a major issue of concern 
for many cities within the United 
States since Sept. 11, 2001 and 
LeDuc said Romulus is taking no 
chances when it comes to the safe¬ 
ty of citizens. 

The federal grant is for the 
addition of a solution area plan¬ 
ner position 
within the city 
for the amount 
of $25,000. 
ft o w e v e r, 
Marshall 
Johnson, vice 
president of 
Marsh Risk 
Consulting, quoted a price of 
$20,200 to Fire Chief Dave Allisoa 

“The remainder of the funds 
can be used for additional train¬ 
ing within the city departments,” 
Allison said. 

In Johnson’s proposal to city 
council, he laid out a timeline that 
would run through September 
2004. During these months his 
company would begin to look at 
what Romulus currently has, what 
it needs and then implement the 
necessary measures. The position 
would end in September with 
drill exercises designed to assure 
that Romulus’ homeland security 
resources are prepared. 

Romulus has not yet entered 
into agreement with Johnson. 
Council members accepted his 
proposal and gave Allison and 
Mayor Aan Lambert the authority 
to move ahead in the process.

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“We are doing everything we 
can to identify the person,” he 
said. “With something like this 
found near or on railroad tracks 
it is totally possible that the per¬ 
son did not actually die in 
Romulus. It could have hap¬ 
pened hundreds of miles away. It 
may sound morbid, but it is not 
inconceivable that something 
like this could happen.” 


The Michigan State Police 
sent a cadaver dog out to the 
scene last Friday to search the 
area for other remains, but 
Leacher said the search came up 
with nothing. 

“We have sent out a nation¬ 
wide Teletype and we are look¬ 
ing into accidents along the 
tracks of the railroad, not just 
here, but in other cities as welL” 
Leacher said that there was a 
small amount of flesh left on the 
fragment of the body part and 
that is now being tested for 
viable DNA 


News anchor teaches importance of reading

When Devon Scillian, the 
Channel 4 News anchor dropped 
by Romulus Elementary School 
last week, the students were cap¬ 
tivated by him. 

“We had been trying to get 
Devin to come to our school for 
some time now,” said principal 
Lynne Mossoian. “So, we really 
appreciate Devin including 
Romulus Elementary School in 
his busy schedule.” 

SciJlian talked to the students 
about something that is important 
to him: reading He told the stu¬ 
dents that he was just like them 


when he was growing up and he 
explained how he enjoyed sports 
and knew the daily television 
schedule for every time slot, but 
he also stressed the importance 
of reading 

He told the students that his 
mother peaked his interest in 
reading by selecting books from 
his family library and reading to 
him on a constantly. This early 
exposure to reading made him 
want to write his own children’s 
books and so he wrote Fibblestax. 
Why the title? 

He told the students he just 
thought it was a cool word, but 
publishers did not agree. And so 
he went on with his career as a 


news anchor and then seven 
years later, he told students that 
he again tried to publish 
Fibblestax and this time is 
worked. Since that time he has 
written two additional books enti¬ 
tled, Cosmos’s Moon and A for 
America. 

“Reading allows you to men¬ 
tally picture the events on a per¬ 
sonal basis,” Scillian told the stu¬ 
dents.

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present. 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Herman, 
Trustee Jahr and Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in atten¬ 
dance: Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Environmental 
Director Swallow, Recreation and Facilities Director Ross, Interim Public Safety 
Director Smolen, Water and Sewer Director Duha, Planning and Zoning 
Administrator Pugsley, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience 
of forty-eight (48). 


APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Herman moved, Budd seconded to approve the agenda 
with the following change: move under “Reports” the Open Space Evaluation Report 
to be added to “Correspondence”. Carried. 


PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive public comment on a special use approval request by CVS Pharmacy for the 
store, the pharmacy and the pharmacy drive-through window to remain open 24 hours 
per day, seven days a week on a parcel of land known as V125-83-059-01-0011-002, 
zoned C-2 (Extensive Highway Business) and located on the east side of Belleville 
Road between the North Service Drive and McBride Road. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Planning and Zoning 
Administrator Pugsley for an explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated the applicant, 
CVS Pharmacy is requesting an amendment to their special use approval to remain 
open 24 hours per day, seven days a week at the existing store. He further stated the 
Zoning Ordinance requires drive-through windows to have special use approval from 
the Board of Trustees. The Planning Commission held a public hearing on February 
25, 2004 and there were no public comments. A review letter from the Township’s 
Planning Consultant, McKenna Associates presents their findings for nine general 
requirements under Section 18.98.f of the Zoning Ordinance that must be met in order 
to grant approval for the special approval use and the proposed project satisfies all of 
these requirements. The Planning Commission granted preliminary site plan approval 
at their March 10, 2004 meeting subject to the following conditions which 
Administrator Pugelsy reviewed were as follows: McKenna Associates site plan 
review letter dated March 5, 2004; CVS to provide additional landscaping along the 
screen wall on the east property line to. absorb sound at the drive-through; CVS to 
submit a design for the new monument sign which will replace the existing pole 
mounted sign on Belleville Road; CVS to install paver blocks adjacent to the curb 
cuts on Belleville Road; and the Township Board of Trustees granting CVS Pharmacy 
special approval. 


The applicant presented the Board with a copy of the site plan for the monument sign; 
he further stated this plan has not been submitted to the Planning Commission. 
Supervisor King inquired if the applicant had looked at the monuments and markers 
already located in the township. The applicant stated yes, they were encouraged to 
use a similar design for their monument. 


Board members made the following comments: Trustee Rochowiak inquired how tall 
are the trees or shrubs being planted along the east line of the property? The appli¬ 
cant stated the trees planted were the ones recommended by McKenna Associates and 
are replacement trees that would sustain the canopy effect of the existing trees. 
Director Kelley stated the trees are Hatfield yews. Trustee Herman noted that the dri¬ 
veway entrance paver blocks are currently being used at several other locations in the 
township and help eliminate damage to the landscaping. The applicant stated all of 
the above requirements have been met except the replacement of the monument sign 
and the flowerbeds surrounding it. Trustee Hart inquired about security? The appli¬ 
cant stated a minimum of three employees will be at the store and if issues arise they 
would then look in to this matter further. Trustee Hart stated it was a great opportuni¬ 
ty to have 24-hour prescription service available in the community. 


There were no comments from the audience. 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 


Budd moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 


MINUTES: Rochowiak moved, Jahr seconded to approve the Work Study Session 
Minutes of April 5, 2004 as presented. Carried. 


Herman moved, Budd seconded to approve the Regular Board Meeting Minutes of 
April 6, 2004 as presented. Carried.

If it’s not isrolcen 


The Charter Commission in the City of Inkster is in the process of 
discussing one of the most important decisions included in a potential 
revision of the city charter - whether to stay with the current city man- 
ager/council form of government or whether to switch to a hill-time 
elected mayor 

It may not come as a surprise for us to advocate against such a 
move - and we do - but it’s important to realize that that advocacy 
does not originate with any of the personalities or officials currently 
involved in the discussion. It is simply our belief that a full-time elect¬ 
ed mayor is not in the best interest of the city. 

The commission has heard arguments from both sides of the issue 
and will soon hear more from current Mayor Hilliard Hampton. 
Hampton has publicly stated his opinion favoring a change in the 
office of the mayor, giving him or her more powers, even if that didn’t 
translate into a full-time mayor with duties similar' to a city manager 

He’s said it would increase accountability for the office, make it 
easier to promote the city, give the mayor more authority to attract 
businesses and make positive changes within the community. It would 
provide more stability and long-term leadership to the community, 
too. Those are some of the arguments former Mayor Ed Bivens used 
as he tried to push through the change from a part-time to a full time 
mayor 

Thats not necessarily the case, though. 

A citizenry has two choices to remove an elected official they 
believe is hindering their community. They can attempt to recall the 
official, or vote them out of office. Both are long processes. It is 
already the role of the mayor and the council to try to steer the com¬ 
munity toward a brighter future; they’re supposed to set the tone, the 
agenda, the goals, while the city administration is supposed to tell 
them how to get there. 

Positive examples of a city manager/council form of government 
can be seen in many communities throughout Wayne County. Officials 
in Inkster have to look no further than their neighbors in Wayne to see 
one; the community has prospered under the guidance of City 
Manager John Zech and the elected council there. Other examples 
can be found in the City of Northville and the City of Plymouth. 

In short it’s not the fault of the system. 

Officials in Inkster were right to take a look at the charter and set 
up the revision process. It makes sense for the city to go through the 
aging document and make the changes that will bring about positive 
things in the city. We just don’t think this is one of them. 

State caused local woes 


It can be reassuring to hear from an outside source that the diffi¬ 
culties you are facing are not directly your fault 

If so, officials in the City of Plymouth and Northville gratefully 
received that reassurance last week as they listened to a presentation 
by the auditing firm Plante Moraa The study they did, commissioned 
by the Michigan Municipal League, laid the blame for declining rev¬ 
enue, the specter of layoffs and cuts in services squarely at the feet of 
state policy, rather than local mismanagement 

It’s a good piece of information to have. 

Unfortunately, it doesn’t answer the larger question that these city 
officials now face and that those in other communities eventually will, 
if the report is to be believed. 

Now what? 

Fortunately for all involved, officials in those communities particu¬ 
larly and others in general, have been doing their best to get out in 
front of the situatioa

Group organizes fiindraiser to help with local man’s medical bills

Thomas Whidden needs a little help 
from his friends. 

The 36-year-old Westland resident was 
diagnosed with Acute Lymphatic Leukemia 
last February and is now unable to work to 
pay his mounting medical bills. 

Acute Lymphatic Leukemia is a form of 
sudden onset cancer with a rapid course, 
according to the Leukemia and Lymphoma 
Society. 

“We don’t know what triggered it,” said 
Judy Dewulf, Whidden’s mother “The doc¬ 
tors told us that everyone has cancer cells 
in their body, but they didn’t know what 
caused Thomas to get this disease.” 

Dewulf said that before her son was 
diagnosed, he had been suffering from 
severe stomach pains for about five years. 
No one knew what was causing them, but 
she said she had a good idea 

“The doctor’s didn’t know what was 
causing the stomach pains,” said Dewulf ‘1 
think that leukemia was the problem all 
along.”

“The doctors did extensive testing,” said 
Dewulf “They did blood work, took x-rays 
and did other testing.

Doctors said that if treatment was not 
started, the next time Whidden had an 
attack he would not last, said Dewulf 

According to the Leukemia and 
Lymphoma Society, acute leukemia is a 
rapidly progressive malignant disease of 
the bone marrow and blood. 

Whidden remained in the hospital for 
three weeks for intense treatment Now 
Whidden is in chemotherapy, which he 
receives four times week 

“The process is a long day,” said Dewulf. 
“We are at the hospital for six hours each 
day. He will get blood work done, blood 
platelets put in and anything else that may 
come up.” 

His chemotherapy will continue for at 
least a year. If the cancer is not controlled, a 
bone marrow transplant will have to be 
done, said Dewulf. 

“It has not been easy,” said Dewulf. “It is 
very hard when one of your five kids comes 
up to you and tells you that they have can¬ 
cer Tm trying to stay strong.” 

Emotional stress is not all that Dewulf 
and Whidden deal with on a daily basis. 
Since Whidden stopped working in 


November, the medical bills are piling up, 
said Dewulf.

There is something sinister in 
the cluttered airwaves coursing 
through metro Detroit. 

Something 
darker. 

For about a year the Darker 
Broadcast has been hammering 
out their unique amalgam of 
hardcore-punk-pop rock. Labels 
like this don’t come easy for any 
of the members though. 

“We just want to rock,” singer 
Howie Campbell said. 

The band has recently 
released a five song EP entitled 
Call It What You Want.

program, according to Kurt 
Kamperman, Chief Executive, 
Community Tennis, USTA 

‘Parks are critical components 
in our efforts to grow the game,” 
he said. ‘This program provides 
the opportunity for the USTA, 
USPTA (United States 
Professional Tennis Association), 
and PTR (Pro-fessional Tennis 
Registry) to work together to make 
tennis more accessible to people 
of all ages, abilities and back¬ 
grounds in community parks 
throughout the country.” 

The USTA is a national govern¬ 
ing body for the sport of tennis in 
the United States and is a not-for- 
profit organization with more 


than 670,000 members. It owns 
and operates the US Open and 
selects the teams for the Davis 
Cup, Fed Cup, and the Olympics 
and the Paralympic Games. It 
invests 100 percent of its proceeds 
to promote and develop the 
growth in tennis, from the grass¬ 
roots to the professional levels, 
according to the USTA website. 

The Tennis in the Parks grants 
support one of three specific 
needs: hiring a certified pro, host¬ 
ing and/or attending a USTA 
Development Coach Workshop, or 
offering USA Team Tennis for 
youth and adults including a com¬ 
munity event 

“We’re excited to build on the 


successful momentum of last 
year’s Tennis in the Parks pro¬ 
gram, said Kathy J. Spangler, 
CPRP, National Partnerships 
Director, NRPA “The program 
elevates the caliber of tennis 
instruction so kids and adults are 
properly trained in a fun and safe 
environment” 

The NRPA is a not-for-profit 
professional and citizen associa¬ 
tion dedicated to advancing parks, 
recreation and environmental 
conservation efforts that enhance 
the quality of life for all people. 

Headquartered in Ashburn, 
Virginia, NRPA supports the work 
of public, private and non-profit 
recreation concerns in the areas 


of development, lifelong health, 
quality sports and environmental 
stewardship, according to the 
NRPA website. 

Canton leisure services plan to 
use the bulk of the $3,000 grant 
they received to help offset the 
hiring of a coordinator who will 
be in charge of the tennis pro¬ 
grams, according to Dan 
Plamondon, the recreational spe¬ 
cialist for sports.
